Council Gives Clause Approval

Gas to Consumer is Not Now to be More Than 10 


Board of Utilities Commissioner's 


Retains Power to Reduce This Price—Limit is Fixed to Meet 


A lim? has now been fixed to the cost of distribution which can te 
charged to, the consumer who should purchase gan from the Great West 


Natura) Gas Corporation. 


The proposed agreement between the city and the company now reads: 
“Which said cost of distribution shall not in any event exceed 10 ceomts 


per thousand cubic feet.” 


W. H. McLaws informed council on Monday that in endeavoring to mest 
the wishes of the aldermen who wanted a maximum for distribution tn the 
eement, the company suggested the above, and asked that it should be 


uded in the agreement. 


Council approved of this being done. It was pointed out that che Board 
of Utilities Commissioners would have the power to reduce this price 
ESTIMATED COST LOWER 
The following letter from Mr. McLaws, dealing with the matter, wes 


submitted to council: 


“In our application for a franchise for the saio of natural gas in the 


city, we requested the privilege of charging prices which would yield us a 
reasonably fair return on the cost of our pipe line and distributing eystem, 
and on the gas we supplied from our gas fields, and provided that this 
reasonably fair returu should be fixed from time to time in a manner to 


eafeguard the interests of the city. 


“The aldermen requested Sime 6, Jane, 
agreed to a maximum limit on the price o 
the city limits and the actual cost of distribution within the chy, 


} “At the last meeting of the coun- 
cll eome members of tae council re- 
quested that a ‘ike limit be placed on 
the cost of distribuion, but I was un- 
able to agree to th's at the time, as 
the city iteelf has conrol of the ex- 
tent of the disiribution system within 
he city, and the cost of distribution 
would depend on the city. 

“JT have eince taken thia up with the 
engineers of the company, and am 
now authorized to meet the@wishes 
of tae aldermen who requested that 
a Umit be p'aced on the cost of d's- 
tribution, and I am prepared to insert 
in .the agreement the following: 
Which é6a'd cost of distribution shall 
not in any event exceed a maximum 
of 10 cents per thoueand cub‘ec feet. 

“The provision with reference to 
the power of the Utilities Commission 
to decrease prices at any time w'll 
stand. As I adv'sed the council’, we 
estimate that the actual cost of dis- 
tribution will not exceed 8 cents per 
thousand feet. and wi'l probab'y be 
eas, but in fixing a maximum it must 
he suffic'ently hich to cover all con- 
tingencies, part’culariy as in any 
event we can only charge our actual 
coat of distribution.”

The price-cutting epidemic has 
spread over a wide enough range 
or territory in the United States 
and the Eastern provinces, and 
has affected enough items on the 
commodity list, to show that the 
\ worst is over, and that the cost of 
living is under-gomg a process of 
disintegration that will bring it 
down into some reasonable re- 
lationship to the average family 
income and the level at which it 
may be expected to stand nor- 
mally in future. 

But though the process is under 
way it does not follow that the 
downward movement is to come 
with a rush and usher in an.era 
of cheap living in.a week or a 
month. It is doubtful indeed if 
cheap living, in eomparison with 
pre-war standards, is likely to 
come at any time near or remote. 
And to whatever point the index- 
figure is fated to eventually fall, 
it cannot be expected to reach that 
point at once, or for a more or 
less indefinite time, nor as the re- 
sult of a sudden slump in general 
prices. More likely that the scal- 
ing down will be accomplished by 
degrees and in detail, and will 
proceed by moderate reductions in 
the price of one thing at a time. 

That, in fact, is the way the 
change must come about if the 
high prices have had any sort of 
dependence. upon supply, and if

| the reductions are to come by rea- | 


son of mereasing supply over- 
taking the more or less constant 
demand. Where, as in the sugar 
market, speculators have loaded 
up and are forced to let go, drops 
in price may be both sudden an 
notable. But the general price 
level has not been fixed by specn- 
lation, but by demand im relation 
to supply. Nothing but increased 
produetion can bring down th? 
price of anything that has gone up 
because the demand was grester 
than could be met. And inerease 
of production is a process 
takes time to develop. 

‘Western Canada im a part of the 
comtinent where in 'the nature of 
things the fall of prices will be 
slower than elsewhere in making 
tieelf felt. Trade in this part of 
the Dominion is mainly on an im- 
port basis. Most of the manu- 
factured goods used here are 
brought in. There can be no im- 
mediate price-cutting. in these 
lines except at the sacrifice of re- 
tailers’ and wholesalers’ profits 
until the stocks on hand have been 
sold out. Because they are doing 
business far from manufacturing 


larger stocks than they would 
have to carry if doing business 
nearer the sources of supply. In 
the Eastern town the merchant 
buys today what he will sell to- 
morrow, and he ean fix tomor- 
row's retail price on the basis of 
today’s wholesale price. That can 
not be done in Western Canada, 
in respect of goods brought in 
from the Eastern provinces or the 
United States, Present prices are 
of necessity based here on whole- 
sale prices which held a month, or 
several months ago, and unless the 
merchant is to sacrifice profits 
and stand a loss out of capital ac-
